A HORRIBLE FATE. 


Frightful Situation of Four Hun- 
dred Miners in Alaska. 


Starving and Freezing to Death 
in the Territory’s Interior. 


Their Story Has Reached Civilization After 
Months of Delay, and Efforts te Rescue 
Them Are Being Made—The M. Paul 
Sent to Point Barrowto Aid in the De 
liverance of the Men—A Letter Received 
That Was One Year on Its Way From the 
Sufferers. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., September 9.—A San 
Francisco special to the Jnquirer says: In a few, 
weeks possibly the country may hear accounts 
of terrible privation and perhaps death 
among a party of 400 miners. They 
are locked up in the Black Wilderness 
of Alaska and believed to be without 
food. Yesterday a woman received from her 
son a letter written nearly a year ago. It was 
brief andran: ‘‘I am alive, dear mother, but 
am buried under snow and ice far up on the 
Yukon River. 

The party originally left Janeau witb the 
purpose of going beyond that port. The high 
est point of navigation is Juneau, which isa 
trading point at which regular San 
Francisco packets touch. -after crossing 
ranges of mountains and many rapids the val- 
ley of the Yukon is reached, Within this val- 
ley there isa village composed of 400 men, 
who have already passed one winter in the 
terribie solitude. 

RESCUE OR DEATH. 

They have sent word that unless they could 
realize the hope of rescue during the ap- 
proaching winter they would all be lost. They 
have already spent one winter in the 
cheerless holes dug in the ground. They 
were provisioned for one year. Itseems that 
a misunderstanding must exist, for it is 
well known that several miners have started 
with sieds and dogs across the Northern coun- 
try with just sufficient provisions to last them 
through September, hoping to make Point 
Pario. There is the gravest doubt in 
this city as to how many of the miners took 
the northward course with a hope of meeting 
a steamer in time to save themselves. 
There is no official information to ve 
bad in this city regarding the movements of 
the revenue cutters, but Deputy Surveyor 
Fogarty says the Rusb ieft in the middieof last 
May for Point Barrow in order to 
restore to this station what had been swept 
away by the winds. The steamer, bowever, 
would leave there before the miners could 
possibly arrive.

So at least 
three-quarters of the crowd went 
into the grounds and disposed them- 
selves in the stands and on the 
field to see what was to happen.

Umpire Goldsmith called play, but 
no opposing batsman appeared. The umpire 
waited five minutes and then officially de- 
clared the game forfeited to the Brooklyns by 
the score of 9 to 0, in accotdance with rule 26 
of the joint playing rules, which is as follows: 

Rule 2; A forfeited game shall be declared 
by the umpire in favor of the club not in fault 
at the request of such club in the following 
cases: Sec. 1. If the nine ofa club fall to 
appear upon the field, or, being upon the field 
tall to begin the game within five minutes 
after the umpire has called ‘‘play’’ at the 
hour appointed for the beginning of the game, 
or unless such delay in appearing or com- 
wencing the game be unavoidable. 

THE ST. LOUIS CLUB’S OFFENSE. 


The failure of the St. Louis team to appear 


was a big disappointment to the base- ball 
public, and entailed a severe financial loss on 
the Brooklyn management. Mr. Von der Ahe 
has laid his club liable toexpulsion. The case 
is provided for in section 9 of the Constitution 
as follows: Section 9. Any member shall be 
subject to expulsion under the following 
rules: First, for failure to play out the full 
schedale of championship games, or for wil- 
fully falling to present its nine at the time and 
place agreed upon to play any championship 
game. unless the failure le caused by an un- 
avoidable accident. 


Mr. Von der Ahe has clearly set this part of 


the law at defiance. 
The Association clubs are all now in this 
section of tne country, and a special meeting 


can be easily be convened, but if this is not 


deemed necessary the case may be brought to 


a trial in the manner prescribed by section 10 


of the Conatitution, which reads as follows: 
Sec. 10. In oase of a violation of any of the 
provisions of the 1 paragraphs of 
section 3 the President shail forthwith, on the 
facts in any case covered by such section 
coming to his knowledge, notif 
charged with the offense, and that he will 
submit the matterto the Board of Direct- 
ors, for immediate action. The board, 
as soon as practicable, shall try the case 
under such regulations as it deems proper 
and submit its findings to the President, and 
he to each member of the Association. 
club shall thereupon transmit to the Presi. 
dent a written ballot with the words ‘‘expul- 


sion’’ or ‘‘against expulsion,’’ as the casé 
may be, aud if two-thirds ofall the clubs vote 


for expulsion the President shall notify all As- 
sociation clubs of the expulsion: of the party 
guilty of offense.

THE BROOKLYN TROUBLE, 


Mr. Von der Ahe Still Refuses to Play— 


Future of the Browns. 


One of the largest crowds which ever at- 
tended a ball game went to Ridgewood Park, 
L. I., yesterday to see the Browns and Brook- 
lyns meet. President Von der Ahe had noti- 
fied President Byrne of the Brooklyns on 
Saturday night that the Browns would play 
the Bridegrooms no more games. President 
Byrne notified President Wykoff of the Aiaer- 
loan Association of thé fact and requested him 
to notify Mr. Von der Ahe that by 


his action he subjected himself 
to expulsion. It was generally believed in 
Brooklyn that tne Browns’ president would 
weaken and play, but yesterday be or his 
team did not put in an appearance at Ridge- 
wood. The Brooklyn piayers gave a fivé-in- 
ning exhibition game free of charge except 
for grand-stand seats, and Umpire Golasmith 
forfeited the Browns’ 6 to Brooklyn, mak - 
ing the second game he has now forfeited to 
them. Byrne was enraged at Mr. Von der 
Ahe’s action, and declared that a special 
meeting ofthe American Association would 
be held in a day or two to pass 
upon the case.

If a leaser thinks he is paying too much, he 


‘goes to the court and has his rent fixed, and 


whatever this price is the landlord is bound to 
take it, and take itfrom his former tenant. 
He can not even choose between those desir- 


ous of renting his land, nor can he at the end 


of a lease say that he will undertake the man- 
agement himself, but must let the man in 
possession keep right along. In scores of in- 
stances that have come to — knowledge, 
rents have been fixedat a much lower rate 
than men have offered to pay, this, of course, 
vbeing entirely in the interest of the tenant. 
Neither in England nor in Scotland is an owner 
prohibited from accepting an offer of any 
amount for his land that a farmer may be- 
lievé himself abie to pay, and the Irish tenant 
farmers now recognize the fact that they are 
better off than oar others in the 
world, and are paying their rent very 
well. That many of them are poor and suffer- 
ing is true, but this is principally due tothe 
fact that they have very insufficient capital 
and cannot properly cultivate their. farms. 
The reason that so many find themselves un- 
able to pay rents scarcely half as large as 
others who are anxioustotake the land. is 


the lack of capital which prevents them from 


fertilizing and stocking their holdings 80 as to 
obtain the best results from thé land. 

BETTER FEELING PREVAILING. 
‘*There has been a great revulsion of feeling 
in England on the Irish question, now that 
the Irish outrages have been stopped. The 
old fierce hostility bas largely disappeared, 
and there is much kindliness, even among the 
most determined Conservatives. Strange as it

How 
long we can keep the oat and rye trade de- 
pends entirely on the American farmers, but 
at present our tenants are doing fairly well.’’

Who knews how many 
doliars’ worth of dutiable gooas may have 
slipped into New York without a cent of duty? 
Formerly, there were three revenue cutters 
employed to cruise in the Sound, 
night and day. These were the Bronx, sta- 
tioned at New York and used to guard the 
head of the Sound as far east as New Haven; 
the Campbell, stationed at New London to 
guard the eastern approach from that city to 
New Haven, end the Black, quartered at Mag 
Harbor to assist the Caw in guarding the 
eastern ee To-day not a single cutter 
is in the Sound. 

A BIG SEIZURE 
was made at New Haven a short time ago, it is 
said, but scarcely a seizure has been made 
for years on any of the foreign 
vesseis coming into New York bv wa 
of Hell Gate. The matter has al 
eer been quietly discussed by customs of- 
ficiais and some surprise is manifested that 
this big avenue from sea has not been 
more ctly guarded.

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GROWING WISER. 


As far as trade with Mexico is con- 
@erned, United States Minister Ryan of 
Kansas has been converted to free trade 
doctrines, and the Globe-Demoorat with a 
good deal of humming and hawing and 
hedging tries to follow him. It not only 
concedes now that great wide gaps may 
properly be made in our Chinese wall 
tariff to beat the trusts and stop their 
robbery of the people, but that other gaps 
should be opened to allow trade to go on 
between the United States and Mexico 
and perhaps other American countries. 


Now when le can see how we 
can be benefited 1 by freer trade with the 


Sandwich Islands and Canada and the 
smaller powers that have comparatively 
little commerce, they are in a 
fair way to see how freer trade with the 
great commercial nations, that already 
afford us our only market for’ our export- 
able surplus, may be still more beneficial. 
In this way the campaign of education“ 
has progressed so rapidly that those who. 
a year ago Were opposing reciprocity with 
Canada or Mexico and howling about the 
Mills bill as “a free trade measure“ and 
‘a deadly blow at our industries,“ are 
themselves now proposing to make far 
wider breaches in our Chinese wall than 
the poor little reductions of the Mills bill 
could ever have effected. 

They are merely learning that our 
„home market“ is no more big enough 
for our manufacturing than for our agri- 
cultural industry, and that neither can 
attain its highest prosperity and fullest 
development without foreign markets and 
export trade for both. Our manufac- 
tures, instead of being infants“ now, 
can supply 130,000,000 people, and the 
home market” absorbs supplies for not 
more than half that number. The manu- 
facturers themselves are learning that 
with free raw materials they can not only 
hold a fuller control of the home market, 
but build up an export trade and dispense 
with the long cessations that are now a 
heavy tax on their investments.

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HALSTEAD’S FATE. 
MURAT HALSTEAD might have learned 
from the experience of GREELEY and other 


distinguished journalists that the enemies 


they necessarily make are too numerous, 
too powerful and too bitter to permit such 
editors to break into the line of practical 
statesmanship and political promotion. 

Mr. HALSTEAD surely never dreamed 
that his trenchant criticisms of GRaNT 
and LINCOLN on account of the conduct 
of the war would ever secure him the com- 
mand ot the army or an appointment as 
Secretary of War. He has as little reason 
to expect that his criticisms of the states- 
men of his party willever make him one 
of its high office-holders.

The LOGANS are not alone in the fight 
against him, and his fate will be but one 
more added tothe long list of warnings 
that the independent editor must take the 
bitter with the sweet, and be content 
with the honors of his great and useful 
calling.

Seber Words to the Beef Combize. 
From the Chicago News. 

The Kingdom of Beef has set at defiance the 
Government of the United States. Philip D. 
Armour and the other barons of butchers’ 
meat have refused to recognize the right ofa 
committee of the national Senate to order 
them to appear as witnesses and testify in re- 
gard to their business. 

It is true that Mr. Armour and his confreres 
dia not make their millions by telling the 
public all they know about buying steers and 
selling beef. It is true that they are busy 
men, with little time to spare from their 
large interests. But it is also true that they 
are citizens of the United States and amena- 
ble to its laws. They have no more public 
rights than the humblest day-laborer who 
works forthem. It was their duty to appear 
before the committee when summoned. If 
they carry on their business by lawful meth- 
ods it was to their interest to say so publicly 
and set at rest the ugly charges which have 
been brought against them by exasperated 
cattle-raisers. Their refusal to speak on the 
subject adds great weight to the cause of 
their enemies. 

We believe that the dressed beef industry 
as now carried on by the great Chicago 
houses is of material benefit to consumers in 
nearly every part ot the United States. Still 
if the biggest thing on this continent is a 
dressed beef trust the world should be made 
aware of it. 


Another Chicago Confession. 
From the Chicago Inter Ocean. 

At this time the beef interest is so far con- 
centrated as to be the next thing to an abso- 
lute monopoly. It is, in fact, one hand with 
four fingers. This, the biggest of all the big 
fours of the period, is centered in Chicago, 
but by no means confined to it. One of these 
big tour, Mr. Hammond, has his works just 
across the State line in Indiana in a town 
named in his honor, and Messrs. Armour and 
Morris are the greatest cattle buyers and 
dressers of Kansas City and Omaha. The real 
cause of com plaint on the part ot cattle rais- 
ers is not that their beeves are not killed and 
dressed at home, but that the markets are 
fewand those few almost wholly controlled 
by four buyers. It is a matter of surprise that 
the combination between the big four is not 
closer and the bearing of the coattie market, 
coupled with the beef bulling of the market, 
more extreme. And the chanoés are that un- 
lees the statesmanship of Congress devises 
some way to check this tendency the evil will 
increase with time, aud the agitation of the 
subject do harm rather than good.

His Pastor Does Not Believe Him to Be 
Deliberately Dishonest.

Boston, Mass., September 9.—The Rev. Dr. 
Ruen Thomas is pastor of the Harvard Street 
Congregational Church in Brooklyn, of which 
Denison D. Dana was for a long time a deacon. 
He said to-day: It is impossible for me to 
think of Mr. Dana as deliberately dishonest. 
That he may have beén laboring under mental 
aberration seems to me the more probable 


explanation. de was never an erratic man, 
but for about a year anda half he seemed to 
me to have lost a good deal of the 
self-poise that characterized him in the old 
days. Something over a year ago he wrote me 
an urgent letter imploring me to relieve him 
of the deaconate, which he held in the church. 
About that time and more particularly since 
then, I noticed that he was trying to get out 
of everything. He seemed to be under some 
great and disturbing pressure. Only three 
months ago a gentieman saidtome: ‘I don’t 
understand what is the matter with Dana. He 
isa changed man. I don’t seem to be able to 
get near him.’ I may say quite decidedly that 
Mr. Dana has been noticed to be abnermal for 
a year or more. 

Mr. Thomas did not think it possible from 
the nature of the manthat the money had 
been lost in speculation, and express the 
belief that the future would show somethin 
in the oircumstances of thecase that wou 
put Mr. Dana ina more favorable light than 
at present. Mr. Dana’s physician said he had 
never thought his patient insane, but had 
known that there was insanity in the family. 
He said that Mr. Dana was feverishiy anxious 
about any ailment, and appeared to dread any 
detention from his office. 

Rev. Mr. Thomas said yesterday in bis 
pulpit, before beginning his sermon: It is 
very hard to preach to-day.

CHICAGO, September 9.—A dispatch from 
Lake Winnebagoshish Reservation, Minn., 
says: The members of the Chippewa Com- 
mission, consisting of ex-United States Sena- 
tor H. M. Rice, Dr. Whiting and Bishop Mor- 
ley of Dakota, have arrived here from Cass 
Lake. The act of Congress was explained to 
the Indians at that point, and the differences 
between it and the treaty made three years 
ago, through the Northwest Commission, 
pointed out.
